house as unfinished business by an at- 
tempt to amend the emergency clause 
which failed of adoption. 


One of the amendments offered last 


night to a bill sponsored by Nichols 
to prohibit liquor advertising would 
eliminate a provision banning it from 
newspapers. The bill still would pro- 
hibit advertising by radio or signboard. 


"If you will give me about ten sec- 


onds of your time I will advise you 
that we have a chance to iron out the 
difficulties in regards to this morn- 
ing hour situation," Nyberg told the 
house. "Mr. Nichols has agreed to two 
amendments to his bill that may solvo 
the problem." 


Nichols said: "I think we can work 


out a way to clear up this morning 
hour." 


The other amendment to the Nichols 


bill would permit the sale of beer 
up to four pei- cent by weight in 
places other than the liquor stores. 
Beer of a higher percentage of alco- 
hol could be sold only in liquor stores.

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Do Not Bar Sunlight Completely From Room 


of Measles Victim

Measles is in most instances a self- 


ihnitlng disease. Everything must be 
done, therefore, to'permit measles to 
run a satisfactory, quiet course, and to 
ward off dangerous complications. 


The child must be put to bed in a 


quiet room. Measures must be taken 
to prevent glare from irritating his 
eyes, but it is not advisable to bar sun- 
light completely from the room. 


For years, it was customary ot keep 


the sickroont darkened. Now it is bet- 
ter to wear dark colored glasses in or- 
der to keep out the light, as the glare is 
painful. Furthermore, the child should 
not be permitted to read, nor should 
there be a brilliant, irritating artificial 
light. 


Sometimes irritation of the eyes will 


cause the eyelids to stick together. For 
this, most doctors prescribe washing 
wifh'slightly warm boric acid solution 
or warm water, which will remove the 
crusts and prevent general irritation. 


The bed cover must not be too heavy 


while there is fever, but should be 
heavy enough to prevent chilling. If 
the cliiid is very restless, it is custom- 
ary to give him a warm sponge bath 
just before-he goes to sleep. This 


' serves not "only to control the fever,

but also to stop the restlessness. 


After the sponge bath, his skin may- 


be powdered with any light, clean tal- 
cum powder, which helps also prevent 
irritation of the skin. If there is much 
itching, or peeling of the skin, the doc- 
tor can prescribe lotions containing 
soda or other substances. 


The food of the child should be 


chiefly of the light and fluid type as 
long as he has any fever. Then, as the 
fever disappears and the child begins 
to get better, it is customary to serve 
him plenty of nutritious food, partic- 
ularly substances containing iron and 
vitamins, so as to build up his blood. 


It is not wise to give large amounts 


of laxatives or cathartics for the bow- 
els; in fact, these should never be 
given to sick children without a doc- 
tor's prescription. 


The patient, however, should be giv- 


en plenty of fruits, including drinks 
which tend toward alkalinization, such 
as orangeade, orange juice, and lemon- 
ade.In very severe cases of mosaics it has 
sometimes been customary to attempt 
use of convalescent serum; that is, the 
fluid matter taken from the blood of a 
person who has recovered recently 
from the disease.

Senator Kimzey, author of a bill to 


reduce automobile license fees which 
was passed by the senate last week, 
said that he will vote for the bill be- 
cause it sustains the principle under 
which his bill was drawn—the theory 
hat a lower tax results in higher rev- 
enues because of additional use of the 
article taxed and a higher degree of 
aw observance.

much." 


The vote on the bill was 20 to 11, 


but the emergency clause lacked one 
vote of adoption. Voting for the bill 
were Senators Armstrong, Barney, 
Coleman, Dillon, Ellis, Fagan, Gain- 
ings, Holloway, Kimzey, Lake, Majors, 
Marlin, Rowell, Smith, Switzer, Wag- 
ner, 
Ward, Wheatley, Wilkes and 


Wilson. Opposed to the bill were Sen- 
ators Bratton, Featherston, Hall, Har- 
dy, Higginbotham, Livingston, Milum, 
Norrell, Scrimshire, Shaver, Taylor. 
Absent or not voting were Senators 
Cummings, Holland, Northcutt, and 
Thompson. 


The bill will go to the house Thurs- 


day. 


Drivers License Bill 


The administration-sponsored , driv- 


er's license bill was passed by a vote 
of 23 to 8, despite vigorous opposition.

Senator Coleman, speaking against 


the bill, said that the practice of 
paying tenants and day laborers in 
eastern Arkansas in cash is growing, 
and that people on low wage scales 
should have the benefit of cheap places 
to trade. 


"This bill wouldn't benefit anybody 


but the wholesalers," he said. "There 
isn't any use in trying to attract in- 
dustries to Arkansas if you are go- 
ing to pass laws like this one and run 
business out." 


Senator Ward declared that "this 


last chain store bill is no improvement 
on the first. The only crime the 
chain stores hnve committed is that of 
selling groceries to poor people cheap- 
er than their competitors."

LONDON—In EtiRlnml, there Is no 


court which cnn hold an net of Par- 
liament Illegal or In violation of the 
constitution. There is, therefore, no 
exnct parallel, in English history, to 
President Roosevelt's plnn to add jus- 
tices to the U. S. Supreme Court. 


But England hns hnd its tense mo- 


menta over a "packing" incident in- 
volving its highest legislative system. 


It was the celebrated fight in which 


the House of Lords had its wings clip- 
ped, the late King George V met a 
serious crisis in the early days of his 
reign, arid English history was pro- 
vided with one of its most interesting 
chapters of the twentieth century. 


The House of Lords is composed of 


over 000 dukes, marquesses, carls, vis- 
counts and barons who inherit their 
titles and their privileges as lawmak- 
ers. It includes also the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Archbishop of York 
and 24 bishops of the Church of Eng- 
land. 


The overwhelming majority of the 


members nro Tories. It hnd for long 
been complained that trie House of 
Lords was a Tory club, which regu- 
larly killed or emasculated any pro- 
gressive mcnsurcs adopted by the 
House of Commons when it had a Lib- 
eral party majority. 


Lloyd George Denounced 


Things came to a head in 1909 when 


the Liberals, having a majority in 
the Commons, formed a government 
under Premier H. H. Asquith, later 
Lord Oxford and Asquith. 


The famous Lloyd George was then 


chancellor of the exchequer. He in- 
troduced a budget which embodied 
some new taxes which hit at the rich 
and the landed proprietors. He was 
denounced as if lie were a Bolshevik 
and in his famous Limehouse speech 
retorted savagely. 


In November, 1909, the Lords by 350 


to 75 rejected the budget. The govern- 
ment replied by passing through the 
Commons, a resolution that this action 
was a breach of the constitution and a 
usurpation of the rights of the Com- 
mons. 


l-'arliament was dissolved and an 


election held in January, 1910, the is- 
sue being the House of Lords' rejec- 
tion of the budget. The government 
got a very large majority in the new 
House of Commons. 


The Lords now passed the budget, 


but the blood of the Commons was 
up and the government passed a reso- 
lution foreshadowing the kind of par- 
liament reform it proposed to enact 
into law. Its aim was to end the House 
of Lords as a Tory club which could 
always kill liberal laws.

| There now followed a series of con- 
. ferences between Tories and Liberals,

He was willing to dissolve Par- 
liament again and hold a new elec- 
tion, the main platform of his party 
being reform of the House of Lords.

which, at the time, were kept a deep 
secret. The late King George V had 
but recently come to the throne and 
this was a constitutional crisis nf the 
greatest magnitude. He agreed to ac- 
cept Asciuith's advice. 


The House of Commons was then 


dissolved, a nc* election held in De- 
cember, 1910, the Liberal government 
again winning a big majority. 


The government bill for reform of 


the House of Lords 
now 
passed 


through its various .stages in the Hou.se 
of Commons. Thinking they were se- 
cure in a majority against the bill, the 
Dichard.s in the House of Lords pro- 
ceeded to cut the cabinet's bill to 
pieces. 


July 14, 1911, the cabinet addressed 


a memorandum to the king intimating 
it would be their duty to advise him 
lo exercise his prerogative to secure' 
the bill's passage as drafted by the 
government. Three days later King 
George replied he accepted their ad- 
vice. 


On July 20 Premier Asquith ad- 


dressed a1 letter to the leaders of the 
Tories in which he informed them of 
these facts.

Farm and Factory 


To Build New Auto Plant 


on 70,000-Acre Tract 
Near Savannah, On. 


WAYS, Gn.—M')-- Henry Foul, work- 


ing out M loiiR-range program for de- 
velopment of this rural Georgia com- 
munity, tmmnmceil Tuesday lie will 
establish i\n "iiulusti.v" n« pnrt of the 
pltin. 


The Detroit automobile nmmiftictur- 


er Mild draftsmen arc at work on plnns 
for a pltint which will be closely af- 
filiated in operation with his newly- 
completed manual arts school here. 


Workers in the plant which Ford said 


will manufacture automobile parts will 
have farms nearby. 


Foul predicted sevorul years ago that 


industries of the future will consist of 
small funds surrounded by farms able 
to sustain them. 


The 70.000-acre Ford-o\vnetl tract in 


Bryan county. 18 miles south of Savan- 
nah, Georgia's chief seaport, will be 
the site of the plant. 


Ford described the location as "ideal." 
"Look at this growth of timber." he 


said. 


"It's a pi eat source of fertilizer, pow- 


er and revenue. We're near the rail- 
roads, too." 


The manufacturer would not esti- 


mate the cost of the project and said 
he did not know the date construction 
will begin. 


"We will aim, as we do in our other 


plants, to have the proper proportion 
of people of all Hges," Ford said. 


"Wo won't have to import anybody 


either. Folks right here will have 
plenty of skill. Everybody will have 
a part in farming, whether he owns a 
farm jointly or in his own name." 


Ford estimated about 700 persons 


would take part in the project. 


A large community house already has 


been erected on the huge tract for use 
of the manual arts school children and 
their parents. Hundreds of persons are 
at work improving roads, landscaping 


and creeling many other buildings on 
the property. Mr. and Mrs. Ford's 
winter home is located on nearby 
Richmond plantation.

Making out the grocery lists a year 


ahead of time, homej demonstration 
club members of Hempstead county 
are busv planning the year'.s supply of 
food. Well laid food production plans 
mean well balanced meals throughout 
tne year, ."he points out. 


The average family will need a h;ilf- 


acre garden, 30 to 50 chickens, two 
cows, and a small orchard to fill the 
food budget and provide a plentiful 
supply of milk, butter, cheese, eggs, 
vegetables, and fruits necessary to 
good health, says Miss Gertrude E. 
Conant, extension nutritionist, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. 


The more food produced at home, the 


less actual money will have to be 
spent for necessities, the nutritionist 
declares. In 1936, 4860 Arkansas farm 
families followed a year-round food 
supply plan, resulting in better bal- 
anced diets, better health, and a con- 
siderable saving in expenditures.
